Ex-Russian 
To  Speak 

Leon  Volkov,  a lieutenant  col- 
onel of  the  Russian  Air  Force 
who  defected  to  the  West,  will  be 
Monday’s  forum  speaker  at  10 
a.m.  in  the  fieldhouse. 

Volkov  was  born  in  Moscow 
and  received  the  best  education 
the  Soviets  offered.  He  was 
trained  in  engineering  and  air- 
plane piloting.  In  the  Russian  Air 
Force  during  World  War  II  he 
flew  86  bombing  missions  against 
the  Germans. 

Following  the  war  Volkov  de- 
fected to  the  West  and  has  lived 
in  the  United  States  since  Nov- 
ember 1945.  A bill  by  Congress 
legalized  his  entry  and  he  became 
a citizen  in  September,  1954.  The 
story  of  his  life  in  Russia  and  his 
escape  to  the  U.  S.  is  told  in  Wil- 
liam L.  White’s  book,  “Land  of 
Milk  and  Honey.” 

Volkov  continues  to  study 
Russian  affairs  and  has  been  a 
consultant  to  the  State  Depart- 
ment and  Department  of  Defense 
as  well  as  other  government  ag- 
encies. 

A writer  of  magazine  articles 
and  plays,  he  was  adviser  to 
Newsweek  for  several  years  un- 
til he  joined  its  editorial  staff  in 
1953. 

On  Newsweek’s  Washington 
staff.  Volkov  meets  diplomats  and 
oficiais  dealing  with  Soviet  af- 
fairs. He  has  uncovered  some  ex- 
clusive stories  for  the  magazine, 
including  the  Eisenhower-Zhu- 
kov  correspondence.

Finish  Season  Ahead 


After  a hectic  week  of  Bowl 
games  Ted  Brewster,  assistant 
Sports  editor,  has  come  out  on 
top  of  the  “pick  ’em  and  wait” 
panel  of  experts  for  the  Pigskin 
Prognostications.  Ted  was  accur- 
ate on  nine  out  of  fourteen  of  the 
unpredictable  bowl  games.  This 
gave  Ted  a season  total  of  133 
wins,  51  losses,  and  5 tie  games. 
Not  counting  in  the  tie  games 
this  gives  Brewster  a season  av- 
erage of  72  percent. 

GOING  into  the  final  week 
Brewster  was  tied  with  Bud  Tol- 
man  for  the  top  spot  but  Tolman 
was  unable  to  maintain  his  aver- 
age.

Kim  finished  the  season 
with  an  average  of  67  percent.  He 
missed  six  of  the  final  games 
and  was  the  only  member  to  pick 
the  small  college  all  stars  over 
the  major  college  ail  stars. 

BRINGING  up  the  rear  was 
Editor  in  Chief  Ron  Peterson  with 
a 62  percent  average.  Ron  was 
stumped  by  only  five  games  over 
the  vacation  but  had  trouble  in 
the  early  part  of  the  season. 

Top  picker  for  the  post  season 
games  was  guest,  Stan  Hodge. 
Stan  was  stopped  on  only  three 
games,  two  of  which  were  the  big 
upsets.
